Campers  and  staff  of  the  1967  Boys  Camp 
were  enthusiastic  and  pleased  with  the  summer. 
There  were  195  campers,  5 camper-leaders,  and 
a total  staff  of  45.  Thirty-one  states  and 
Peru  were  represented.  Thirty-two  of  the  45 
staff  members  had  been  at  camp  previously  or 
had  experience  at  the  Older  Camps.  The  staff 
was  seasoned  and  very  capable. 

Leadership  included  MERLE  ALBRIGHT,  BOB 
BROWN,  PHIL  FORTUNE,  and  JIM  LAWTON  (Unit  Dir- 
ectors), PETE  SMITH  (athletics),  JOHN  SEVERSON 
(Cl),  MARK  PAWLOWSKI  (swimming) , CHARLIE  KELLEY 
(music) , HARRY  LABOUR(craf ts ) , plus  EDITH  LABOUR, 
JAN  SMITH,  DONITA  ALBRIGHT,  RICK  CLEMENTS,  and 
CHRIS  COBURN  in  other  capacities.  Cabin  lead- 
ers numbered  thirty-two. 

There  were  five  camper-leaders  who  re- 
ceived experience  in  leadership  in  anticipa- 
tion of  future  staff  positions:  KEN  BOYDSTUN, 
STEVE  BRICE,  RICHARD  PUGSLEY,  TOM  LANIER,  and 
JIM  WILSON.  The  Explorer  Unit  nation  chiefs 
were  SKIP  ATWATER  (Beaches),  LEWIS  FREDERICK 
(Breakers), JIM  MILLER  (Creeks),  and  MARK  REDLIN 
(Sands).  When  the  dust  had  cleared  at  the  end 
of  camp,  the  Sands  emerged  victorious  in  what 
was  the  most  exciting  tribal  race  in  many 
years.  Only  39  points  separated  the  top  three 
tribes  from  a total  of  nearly  2000. 


Three  campers  - DAVID  DAHL,  BRYCE  KNORR, 
and  REID  LADENSON  were  recognized  for  having 
been  campers  for  all  six  of  their  eligible 
years . 

Program  activities  for  the  summer  in- 
cluded a three-day  canoe  trip  on  the  Pere  Mar- 
quette River  from  Baldwin  to  Ludington  for  the 
Explorer  campers.  Pete  Smith  and  Mark  Pawlowski 
directed  an  outstanding  Track  Meet  and  Swim 
Meet  respectively ;and  the  whole  camp  responded 
well  to  the  Rodeo,  Flashlight  Relay,  Candle- 
light Sing,  and  the  special  "Crazy  Day." 

YB  began  a new  tradition  for  the  close 
of  camp  the  night  before  parents  arrived.  The 
ceremony  is  called  the  YB  Torchfire,  and  seeks 
to  focus  attention  upon  the  summer's  growth, 
the  response  of  campers,  the  goals  for  the 
future  by  utilizing  the  symbol  of  fire,  light, 
and  reflections. 

Of  special  significance  to  the  camp  was 
the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  new  Orwig 
Chapel  between  Assembly  and  Blazer  buildings.
